2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 21-24, filed 01/24/2005, with respect to claims 1, 62, 
90, and 105 have been fully considered and are persuasive.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitation "the 
plurality of managed network elements comprise at least one physical element and at least one of 
a software application, and a software subroutine" has not been found in the prior art in 
combination with all the remaining limitations of the independent claims.
